Aw^Pl Explosion of Gas. 

Ih.e following report of ihe West 
Brookfield acetylene gas explosion 
may prove interesting to some of 
our readers. We have also apr 
pended an editorial mention of 
the explosion taken from the same 
paper. Acetylene gas makes a 
pretty light, but when it chooses, 
it makes an awful expiosiou: 

W. Brookfield, Peb. 16.—-A gas 
explosion last night wrecked the 
home of T. E. Gould. Mrs. Gould 
and Mary Tomblen were killed in 
the wreck. Margaret Uahey, a do-* 
mestic, who was injured and burn¬ 
ed, died to-night at a hospital in 
Worcester. . 

Mr. Gould vv,as injured internal -1 
ly and his right leg was amputat¬ 
ed. He will recover. 

Mrs. Fenton, a sister of Mrs. 
Gould, was in the house but escap¬ 
ed with slightinjuries. 

The explosion was cau.sed by gas 
escaping from a generator. Mr. 
Gould was in the cellar near the 
machine at the time. 

The house is a complete wreck. 
It was worth $6000, and was ele¬ 
gantly furnished, the loss being 
nearly $3000 on the contents. 

The explosion was terrific, and 
shook the ground and buildings in 
the vicinity for 500 yds., and a 
window was broken in a house 
more than that distance away. 

It is estimated that over 4000 per¬ 
sons, some coming long distances, 
visited the scene of yesterday’s 
vas explosion, and many carried 
away souvenirs. 

The medical examiner has sent 
in his report of the explosion, in 
which he states it was due to 
acetpiene gas. He holds no one 
responsible and says there is no 
necessity for an inquest.

I, NATHANIEL SEGAR, was 
born at Newton, in the County of 
MiddleBex, and Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. I resided here un¬ 
til tile year 1774. In the spring of 
this year, I went to a place called 
Sudbury, Canada, now Bethel, 
on the great Androscoggin river, 
Ma,iiie, X worked here several 
months, and then returned back 
to Newton, the same fall, and re¬ 
mained there during the winter. 
Oh the 19th of April, 1775, the 
Brltifsh troops made an excursion 
from Boston to Concord, to destroy 
somo; military stores, which had 
been lodged there by the Ameri¬ 
cans f and a battle ensued between 
the British troops, and the Ameri¬ 
cans. After this battle a regiment, 
from tilie militia was called for to 
'uard Xioscou, and to prevent the 
British troops from making anoth¬ 
er excursion into the country. I 
enlisted into this regiment and 
marched with it to Cambridge. 

Soou after, I enlisted as a'sol¬ 
dier, into the eight months’ service, 
under the command of Capt. 
Nathan Fuller of Newton.' We 
marched to Cambridge, and joined 
Col. Gardner’s regiment, in the 
continental service, and in the 
Massachusetts line. We remain¬ 
ed at Cambridge for some time. 
On the 17th of June, Col. Gard¬ 
ner’s regiment, was ordered to 
march to Bunker HLll, after that 
bloodyi battle was commenced; 
but not having correct in formation, 
we were too late to reiuiorce those 
on the hill seasonably to afford 
them much' assistance, as our men 
were retreating, when we had got¬ 
ten, to the hill. Howevei’, one of 
our company, named James Walls, 
who was near me, was wounded, 
though not mortally; and Colonel 
Gardner was mortally wounded. 
In a few days afterwards, he died 
of his wounds. We retreated with 
the rest from the hill, and Were 
met by a party, who were bringing 
refreshments for those,: who had 
been in the battle, which were 
very acceptable to us; as the day 
was very warm, and we were very 
much fatigued. 

After the battle, our regiment 
was stationed on Prospect hill, 
under the command of Lieut. Col. 
Bond. We remained here during 
the eight months’ service. 

Before my eight months’ service 
was completed, I entered in the 
year service, in the same company 
and regiment aa before. Lieut, 
Col. Bond now received a Colonel’s 
commission. In the spring of the 
year 1776, when the British had 
evacuated Bunker Hill, 1, with a 
a number of other soldiers, went 
unto the Hill, and found bottles 
on their tables with the appear¬ 
ance of spirits in them, as though 
they ran away in very great haste. 

Scan after the British troops 
had left Boston, our regiment, with 
the rest of the continental troops, 
received orders to march to New 
York. We went to Norwich, in 

Connecticut, by land. Here we 

/ 

were ordered on board of sloops, 
andWe'SOOj arrived at New York 
in .safety. 

In two days after this, 50 men 
were called for from our regiment, 
and two from our company. I 
was one of them, to march up the 
North river, to erect a fort at 
Montgomery. We worked upon 
this fort about three weeks, and 
got the fort in a good way before 
wo left it. 

After this, our regiment was or¬ 
dered up the North river for Can¬ 
ada. We sailed to Albany, and 
then marched to Lake George. 
We then went in batteaux, and 
rowed in them 45 miles, to another 
landing. We landed here,and haul¬ 
ed our boats baggage by land and 
about a mile and a half, to the 
waters-of Lake Champlain, and 
there wo rowed to Ticouderoga. 
Some days after wo arrived here, 
Wo inarched te Crownpoint. Soon 
after, wo marched to St.^ Johns, at 
the outlet Of Lake Champlain, iii 
safety. Wo had not, as it waS 
said, marched 120 miles. 

Hero wo hired a Frenchman to 
pilot US to Ohambleo, about 12 
miles. 

In a few days we sot out again 
with our baggage in batteaux, 
down tlio river St. Lawrence for 
Quebec. We rowed 40 or 60 miles, 
to a place, called Sorol. Here thd 
enemy mot with us, and we wore 


obliged to retreat back to Chainb^ 
lee with some Jo88.^Wo made our 
stand here for some time. . Here, 
too, many of the soldiers caught the 
small pox. Wo werg all of us in 
danger of taking this dreadful dis¬ 
ease. After proper arrangements 
had been made, general orders 
were given, that every man might 
innoculate.. We, however, held 
our stand, till the army had re¬ 
covered of this terrible distemper. 
After we recovered of the small 
pox, the army retreated to St. 
Johns, and from tlienco over Lake 
Champlain. 

Our army was very feeble at 
this time, and much debilitated 
for want of proper medicines to 
carry off the relics of the small 
pox. Many had died, and but a 
few were fit for duty. However, 
as we were, we were ordered on 
board the boats, and to retreat 
back to Crownpoint. On our pas¬ 
sage we rowed day and night, as 
the Indians were watching our 
motion. Some of our men, how¬ 
ever, landed and were kilied by 
them. We were therefore in dan¬ 
ger of being attacked by them. 

The waters of the Lake were, at 
tills season of the year, extremely 
un.vholesome. But after great ex¬ 
ertions, we arrived at Crownpoint, 
greatly worn down by hard labor 
and sickness. 

Soon after we arrived at this 
place, a number of us were ordered 
to Mount Independence, to build 
barracks and many other eiuptoy- 
meuts. Wo were not hero long 
before very many of us were taken 
sick with the camp disorder, and 
the fever and ague. These disor¬ 
ders greatly increased, till it Was 
impossible to carry any more to 
the hospital. At Fort George, it 
became so sickly, that our regi¬ 
ment was exempted from duty, as 
there were scarcely well men 
enough to take care of the sick. 
But through the mercy of God, I 
recovered, while hundreds died 
with the disease. Col. Bond, the 
commander of our regiment 
died here. But after some time, 
through the goodness of God, the 
sickness abated; so that in the 
month of August, all our regiment, 
Who Were fit for duty, were order¬ 
ed to march, under the command 
of the Lieut. Colonel and Major, 
to Albany. At this time, however, 
only two companies were lit for 
duty. I went with them in hopes 
to be discharged when we came to 
Albany. When we were ready to 
march, We were taken over Lake 
George, and were marched to Al¬ 
bany, but not discharged, as we 
hoped. Hero we remained some 
days. After this, we were put 
under the command of Capt. 
Hatch, and being taken on board 
some vessels, we sailed down the 
North river, and then marched in¬ 
to New Jersey. We arrived here 
some time in the month of Decem¬ 
ber. I was not able to do duty. 
We, however, continued in Morris¬ 
town, in the Jerseys, until the 3d 
of January, 1777. On this day, I 
received my discharge; and also a 
passport that I might pass all 
guards till I came to Boston. After 
a most fatiguing journey, under 
my feeble circumstances, 1 arrived 
to my father’s house in Newton, 
and into the bo.som of nvy friends, 
very much to my own and their 
great joy and satisfaction. 

I received no pay nor provisions 
to bear my expenses on my long 
and tedious jouinoy homo. I sold 
what clothing I could possibly 
spare to help nic on the road. I 
was under the necessity to beg, 
and to make use of all lawful 
means to help mo along on my 
journey to my friends; but through 
the mercy and goodness of God, 
and the charity of many friends, 1 
accomplished my journey in the 
latter part of January. After some 
time, I regained my health and 
strength, and 1 was able to do 
some business. 

My journey reminds me of the 
prodigal son, when he returned to 
his father’s house in poverty and 
distress I though I had not spent 
my time and property in riotous 
living and with harlots, but in the 
service of my country. I returned 
homo in poverty and want, yet 1 
found my friends as ready to fe- 
ceive me, nnd to administer tmihy 
necessities, as his were. I had 
none to I'oproach me; biitweall 
rejoiced together In thdl I return¬ 
ed alive, after this distressing 
and fatiguing caaipalgn. 

When the enemy came to Ben- 
uingtony in Vermotft; there w'ero 
orders to raise men from the mili¬ 
tia to go there. 1 enlisted for this 
service, in a eompany eommanded 
by Capt. Joseph Fiiller» of NeWtont 


We- marched to Bennington. 
When we arrived, wo were ordered 
to Skeonsbury, where Wo continu¬ 
ed for some time, us a guard, Col. 
Brown with a party of men, and 
Capt. Allen, with his rangers, were 
ordered to march to Luke George 
landing. We wont and destroyed 
the enemy’s batteaux, took about 
200 Hessian prisunur.s, and a con¬ 
siderable of plunder, which we 
brought in with us to our camp. 
After this, we were ordered to 
Stillwater, where we arrived not 
long before the battle at that place. 
X was not in the battle. 1 had 
turned out in a volunteer company 
of 50 men. We were ordered to 


guard a swamp, wliore it was 


thought Iho Indians would come 
and harr'iss our army. But uono 
came to trouble us. We were con¬ 
tinued at this place till the battle 
was over, aud then the company 
was called in. Our company was 
left here, as we were not wanted 
to pursue General Burgoyne aud 
his army. 

Borne time after this, our com¬ 
pany was ordered to White plains. 
We tarried here till onr time was 
out, in .Iiine, 1778. Wo had our 
discharge, and 1 again set out for 
Newton, where I .safely arrived 
and rejoiced with my friends and 
fellow critizeiis, upon the Rapture 
of General Burgoyne with his 
whole army. This memorable 
event took place Oct. 17, 1777. , It 
so occupied the attention of my¬ 
self and frieiuls, that wo almost 
forgot the labors and toils 1 had 
umie.rgooe the present season, to 
accomplish this memorable dispen¬ 
sation of Providence in favor of 
the American cause. Blessed be 
God for all his favors and mercies.

Chloride of Lime. 

It is doubtful if the true sanitary, 
value of chlorido of lirne-is known ‘ 
or appreciated bv the majority of 
housokeopers. There are a few 
things a practical housekeeper 
canuofc aiford to bo without-—chlo¬ 
ride of lime, borax, household ami. 
njouia, and a good soap powder for 
ocrubbiiig. 

It has been our practice for j’ears 
when cleaning house, to sprinkle 
all the floors with chloride of lime 
n solution (a whisk broom used) 
before the carpets are again laid. 
It sweeten,s everything-—closets,, 
chests, and the house generally, i 
but must not be allowed to touch 
fabric,s, or they will be badly spot¬ 
ted. A large bottle of the solution 
kept in bedrooms to rinse out the 
china evt’-ry morning will iceep it 
sweet siiielliug. It is a good plan 
to utilize empty vases for disinfec¬ 
tant jar.s. In ,sick apartments 
chlorido of lime has no equal. 

Half a pound of the powder to a 
gallon of soft water is the correct 
proporllun for these and similar 
uses, iror sick rooms’, place it 
about in open bowls. We also u.se 
it to sweeten butter jars and fruit 
cans that have been used for pick¬ 
les. 

Por those who live in the coun¬ 
try there is no bettor agent for 
cleaning out-buildings or portions 
of the stables than chlorido ot 
lime. Where there are rotting 
timbers it may bo used lo pi'ovont 
the collection of vermin, and it 
may be .scattered with good ofl'ect 
over land where fruit has been al¬ 
lowed to lie and spoil. 

Ail drains and vaults arc ren¬ 
dered more healthful and less foul- 
some by its use in powdered form 
and bath tubs should be cleansed 
with it every time after use as a, 
preeautiou against intectious di¬ 
sease. Particularly i.s this neces¬ 
sary ill a house where there are 
strangers to whom must be allow¬ 
ed the privilege of the bath room.

Coffee, real coffee—Ye Gods! What 
a luxury (then, to us.) I distinct¬ 
ly remember a young Lieutenant 
named Boyd who opened bis heart 
and haversack and shared with 
me. I would wager my life he 
was a brave man,I do not remem 
her whether he belonged to the 
5th or 6 th, but I would like to 
learn his fate. Was not General 
Beal at that time in the 6 th? It 
did seem to me a surprising thing 
to learn that night that there, 
near me, on the field, laj' Sergeant 
Barnard of Calais (son of Ed A. 
Barnard) with a leg so badly shat 
tered that, as I afterward iearned, 
amputation became necessary. 
Poor fellow, he died a day or two 
afterwards. Hearing the name 
Barnard mentioned with some ex 
pression of lament from one of the 
group around the fire, I asked if 
the Barnard, referred to was a son 
of E. A. Barnard of Calais, and 
when told that he was, was ques¬ 
tioned as to what I should know 
of him. My reply was that the 
young man’s father had been my 
father’s guest, many a lime,in this 
very State. The fathers of the 
sons had been, and remained 
warm friends, and 1 , afterward, in. 
New Orleans, in 1867, had a very 
pleasant interview with a younger 
brother of Sergeant Barnard, who 
was south for his health. 

1 would like so much to see you, 
General, at your home. ' I used to 
know a great many Maine people, 

I. C. Brown and son, Furbishes, 
Crams, and others in Rortland ; 
Barnard of Calais, J. B. Foster of 
Bangor, and others whose naines I 
have forgotten, in other places^ 
Belfast in the number. Indeed I 
was interested in . a fine schooner 
hailing from this last named 
place, called Robert S. Bell. 
Along about 1861, however, my 
interest in said vessel suddenly- 
subsided.

I have to go along with 
theniifrom our standpoint,only the

vvithiri the sea-girt prison walls! 
wherein you had helped consign 
me—Johnson’s Island. But what 
does man, finite man, know of 
God’s purposes, and ■why can we 
nob just submit? Why? 

The four j.’ears are long over. 
Thirty-seven years have obliterat¬ 
ed sectional feeling to a very great 
degree, certainly, and I think the 
general verdict throughout the 
land would be for the discomfit, 
lire of him, whoever and wher 
ever he be, who encourages the 
baneful thing* thereby weakening 
tbo whole country, for i.s it not too 
true that a house divided against 
itself cannot stand?*

At the beginning of the Uivil 
war our good I'riond and his father 
resided iu Norfolk, 'S’irginiu, a city 
that is known to-day as one of the 
most loeautifui and flourishing 
cities of the Southland, Oapt. 
Bell’s father was the owner of the 
schooner, named “Rpbt. S, Bell,” 
a vessel well known in southern 
waters among the many “coasters” 
which were doing a prosperous bu.s- 
iness before the war- The schoon¬ 
er mentioned was named in honor 
of the writer of the above letter 
and was built at Belfa.st, Me., in 
the middle 50’s. 

j Norfolk, situated near the mouth 
of the historical James river was 
blockaded during the first year of. 
the war and many vessels owned 
by southern people were entrap¬ 
ped,' the “Robt. S. Bell” among 
the number, 

Preferring freedom of action to 
the enforced restraint imposed by 
the blockade, the Schooner, laden 
with cottoh and leaf tobacco, naade 
a dash for liberty. The blockade 
however, was not broken, and the 
schooner, with her valuable cargo, 
fell, into the hands of opponenis, 
thus causing an irreparable loss to 
herowners. 

The Bell family was One of the 
leading families of the “Old Do¬ 
minion,” and ranked among what 
was known as the f-f-v’s. In ship¬ 
ping business the name Bell was 
familiar to all in the coasting 
trade from Eastporb to New Or¬ 
leans. 

Soon after the loss of the schoon¬ 
er and much other valuable prop¬ 
erty, Oapt. Bell decidel to “ev eu 
up” matters and entered the Con¬ 
federate service in command of 
Virginian troops, but soon after 
commanded troops from North 
Cai'oliTia. 

In November, 186.3, he Was cap¬ 
tured with 1600 other prisoners at 
Rappahannock Station by the 6 th 
Maine Regiment. 

I well remember the moment 
when he gave his sword to me, and 
can never forget the remarks he 
made, freighted as they were with 
all the feelings that emphasize the 
soldier’s highest honor. After his 
capture he was taken to Washing¬ 
ton where he remained a short 
time when he was taken with the 
other prisoners down the Potomac 
a few miles and was detained ill 
the prison campon tne Maryland 
shore till the spring of ’63, when 
he was transferred to Johnson’s 
Island in Lake Erie, where he and 
many of his .Confederate associates 
sojourned till ihe close of the war. 
Geo. Penn of Louisiana, who WaS 
among the prisoners, told nie a 

few years ago, that he could never 
think of the cold winters of ’64 and 
’ 66 , spent ou Johnson’s Island, 
without having hiS«teeth chatter, 
in fact, that ho had not regained 
lu twenty«llv 6 years his normal 
temperature.
